What is surprising is that any 
ru n envy was stolen at all in view 
of what is generally known to the

This is the knowledge that it is 
almost impossible to pass the “hot 
moron" without b e i n g detected 
eventually. There is a record of 
each bill's serial number. When­ 
ever currency Is stolen, which is 
vers infrequently, the Secret Serv­ 
ice quickly broadcasts a list of the 
serial numbers.

The American public has been called upon this winter 


to wind up for the Sunday punch at a long-time foe— polio­ 


myelitis. 
For more than 16 years the battle of America vs. Polio 


has continued, wit Ii the* crippling disease dealing blow after 
blow in Monroe County and elsewhere, and the people reel­ 
ing under the smashing impact of case after case. 
The defense was weak for a long time as the |>eople, 


through their scientists, felt out their opponent, warding 
off his attacks as beat they could, seeking constantly for a 
chink in polio’s tugged armor. 
Hut today the people, as it result of the March of Dimes, 


are beginning to feel more and more certain that they have 
found the long-sought soft spot. 
They are sparring now, 


accuntlating strength for a final round that may well end 
in a knockout Wow. 
That knockout blow will take more combined force than 


bas ever been mustered at any one time. That force must 
la* expressed in terms of money— $16,000 worth of/dimes in 
Monroe County. 
It will take millions to finance another summer of 


gamma globulin injections, the temjioraiy paralysis pre­ 
ventive that is la'ing used a" widely as possible until a vac­ 
cine is available. There must also la* cash to keep up the 
program of caring for those who contract polio during the 
coming year and those already crippled from past attacks. 
And their must lie more money —-millions— to tinance exten­ 
sive nationwide validity tests of a new trial vaccine, the 
power that eventually may deal the real knockout blow.

Tin* people of Monroe County—all over America— must see 
to that by bringing their collective strength to l»ear in the 
I Po I .March of Dimes.
